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Reply to the Office Action of July 3 1 , 2007 

REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Favorable reconsideration of this application, in light of the present Amendment and 
the following discussion, is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-53 were pending prior to this amendment. Claims 54-73 have been added 
by this amendment, Claim 1-43 and 52 have been cancelled by this amendment, and Claims 
44 ? 46 ? 48, and 49-5 1 have been modified by this amendment. No new matter has been 
added. 

Claims 44, 50, 51, and 73 are independent. Parallel strings of dependent claims 
depend from independent claims 44, 50, and 51 as follows: 
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In the Office Action, Claims 51 and 52 were rejected under 35 USC 101 because the 
claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter; Claims 44-52 were rejected 
under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over Pala in view of Ozaki ; and Claim 53 was 
rejected under 35 USC 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Pala and Ozaki in view of Yasui . 

The undersigners acknowledges the courtesy extended by the Examiner by holding an 
interview with the undersigners on October 2, 2007. The remarks and amendments presented 
herein are consistent with the discussion during the interview. 
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Concerning the rejections under 35 USC 101, claim 52 has been cancelled, and claim 

5 1 has been amended as suggested by the examiner during the interview. Accordingly, it is 

believed that all of the claims are now in condition for allowance insofar as 35 USC 101 is 

concerned. 

Concerning the rejections under 35 USC 103, all of the remaining independent claims 
have been amended to recite that the image capturing means monitors a building. Since none 
of the cited references either discloses or suggests that feature, it is believed that all of the 
claims are now in condition for allowance insofar as 35 USC 103 is concerned. 

An early and favorable action is therefore respectfully requested. 
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
